Destitution 
draws men 
to Tijuana

TIJUANA — “‘I’m home. ... This is 
where we belong,’’ said Father Joseph 
Langford, superior of the Missionary of 
Charity priests, upon the June 25 arrival 
of the 25-member group to its new 
headquarters in Tijuana’s Colonia 
Murua. 

Mother Teresa, head of ‘the 
Missionaries of Charity, greeted the men, 
five priests and 20 seminarians, and the 
joyous well-wishers who had gathered to 
welcome the newly arrived missionaries 
to the border city. 

Although the men came to Tijuana by 
three different routes, they will have a 
single mission — to minister to the 
thousands of poor persons who reside in 
this city of more than 2 million. 

Four Missionary of Charity Sisters, 
who arrived in Tijuana in February, and 
two aspirants will assist the men. Their 
ministry. will operate out of a former 
school building located on 12 acres of land 
donated to the Missionaries of Charity by 
the Diocese of Tijuana. The facility 
contains two large dormitories, dining 
area, kitchen, chapel and lavatory. 

The Sisters will run a soup kitchen and 
work in the soon-to-be-opened infirmary 
during the day, said Father Langford, 
adding that the missionary priests will 
assist the nuns and oversee the operation 
at night. The superior said the infirmary 
will open as soon as living quarters for the 
seminarians are built.

COLLEGEVILLE, Minn. — Sharp 
criticism of President Reagan’s ‘‘Star 
Wars’’ plan and a surprise decision to 
join Mother Angelica’s Eternal Word 
Television Network highlighted the U.S. 
bishops’ June 24-27 meeting in 
Collegeville. 

After meeting in executive session June 
27, the bishops announced that they 
would form a committee to issue a new 
AIDS statement, building on the current 
statement by their Administrative Board 


and in dialogue with the Vatican. 


The criticism of ‘‘Star Wars,’’ as 
President Reagan’s Strategic Defense 
Initiative is popularly known, came in a 
report, approved overwhelmingly by the 
bishops, which assessed the state of 
nuclear deterrence five years after the 
bishops’ 1983 pastoral letter on war and 
peace. 


In the television action. the bishops 
approved a two-year contract to use 
EWTN exclusively as the cable network 
for programs produced by the bishops’ 
conference. The approval came only after 
the network changed a contract provision 


to give the bishops’ conference controlling 
votes in a panel which could censor a 
bishops’ conference program. 


In other actions at their four-day 
meeting, the bishops: 


e Discussed the first draft of a pastoral 
letter on women’s concerns and offered 
suggestions to improve it. 

© Criticized inadequacies in a draft 
Vatican document on the theological and 
juridical status of bishops’ conferences 
and formed a blue-ribbon panel of 
bishops to write their response to it. 

.® Debated general absolution at length 
but came to an inconclusive vote on a 


norm for its use in ithe United States. 

© Decided on an allocation plan to 
distribute an estimated $20 million a year 
that they expect to collect in the nation’s 
parishes to help meet critical retirement 
needs of men and women Religious. 

© Had a day of prayer and relaxation 
on Sunday, June 26. 

¢ Held a three-hour closed-door 
seminar June 27 on the psychosexual 
development of priests.

EL CAJON — Inspired by a local 
missionary doctor featured in the Southern 
Cross, Lynn Riggins of St. Kieran parish 
started what turned out to be a yearlong 
search for placement as a lay missionary 
in Africa. 

The 49-year-old Riggins, whose 
35-year interest in the foreign missions 
was sparked by Jesuit priests who staffed 
the parish he attended as a child in 
Spokane, Wash., will soon serve as a lay 
missioner in the Jesuit-operated St. 
Margaret Marquart Catholic Hospital in 
Kpandu, Ghana, in West Africa. 

Riggins is a former urology technician 
and medical supplies salesman, having 
quit his job last year when he thought he 
was going to be placed in the missions by 
a Chicago organization. 

One physician and some. 100 other 
medical personnel staff the 140-bed 
hospital in Kpandu, Riggins told the 
Southern Cross. Although he has not been 
informed of his duties at the hospital, he 
said he hopes to be instrumental in 
providing better patient care. 

The health administrator of the Diocese 
of Keta-Ho has also asked him to provide 
training in the care and maintenance of 
medical equipment in other institutions. 

Riggins said he will depart for Accra, 
the capital of Ghana, upon receipt of a 
visa from that country. 

In the 1970s, following his divorce, 
“the calling to be a lay missioner got 
stronger and stronger.’’ During the last 
few years, ‘‘I decided this was something 
I needed to do,’’ he said, adding his 
family supports his decision. He has four 
adult children and three grandchildren. 

Last year Dr. Herb Sorensen, a 
physician who was then preparing to 
resume his medical missionary apostolate 
in Malawi, contacted Riggins about 
purchasing laparoscopes for use in his 
practice as an obstetrician and 
gynecologist. 

“The green light turned on even 
stronger,’’ Riggins said. “‘I shared (with 
Dr. Sorensen) my experiences, strengths 
and hopes of doing missionary work.’ 

The physician referred him to a Southern 
Cross story about his missionary work and 
to the Los Angeles-based Lay Mission 
Helpers. 

That information launched Riggins on 
a yearlong search for placement in the 
foreign missions. ‘‘I was willing to serve 
wherever I was needed,”’ he said. 

This form of job-hunting was a 
frustrating experience for the salesman

who had never been unemployed. 

“T am shocked I didn’t leave a year 
ago,’ he said, recalling a documentary 
on ‘‘60 Minutes’’ which showed the 
president of Ghana appealing for 
personnel from other countries. There is a 
greater demand for physicians and 
registered nurses, Riggins explained. 

Last summer he was interviewed by the 
Lay Mission Helpers, who were 
unsuccessful in placing a person with his 
skills. 


Msgr. Flynn dies at 68 | 


SAN DIEGO — Msgr. Michael Flynn, 
pastor of Our Lady of Perpetual Help 
parish in Lakeside for 24 years, died June 
19 at Nazareth Retirement Home in 
Mission Valley. He was 68. 

Born in County Galway, Ireland, 
Msgr. Flynn was educated in England 
and at Immaculate Heart Seminary in 
San Diego.

Confident he would be assigned by the 
Volunteer Missionary Movement in 
Chicago where he attended a five-day 
orientation, he quit his job and sold his 
house and furniture. However, this 
organization was also unable to obtain a 
placement. 

A 25-foot house trailer became his 
home for the next nine months as he 
applied to nearly 30 other lay mission 
organizations. 

“Despite the frustration, the calling

was still there. I could hang in there one 
day at a time and wait for word of 
acceptance,” he said. 

That word came in March from Father 
Cletus Egbi, health administrator for the 
Keta-Ho diocese in Ghana, notifying 
Riggins of his acceptance by the Catholic 
Medical Mission Board and _his 
assignment to St. Margaret Marquart 
Hospital in Kpandu. However, Father 
Egbi explained that Ghana’s immigration 
procedures would delay issuance of a 
residence permit. 

“T felt total elation in finally being 
accepted,’’ Riggins said. Filled with a 
“‘sense of urgency, I wanted to leave 
immediately.’’ 

Three months later, Riggins continues 


to await authorization to enter the 
country that cries out for medical 
assistance. 


In the meantime, the missionary-to-be 
said he is content with his temporary role 
of beggar. He has been collecting donated 
medical equipment and supplies from 
friends in hospitals, in hopes of filling 15 
large crates. The items are stored at 
Westco Medical Supply Co., which has 


. furnished space for the boxes. 


The diocesan Mission Office will 
finance shipment of the supplies he will 
take as excess baggage, he said. 

A stipend Riggins will receive for his 
services in Ghana will cover most of his 
necessities, he said, adding that St. 
Kieran’s parish council has agreed to 
cover his medical insurance costs during 
his two-year stay in the country.

Needs Polish letters translated 


Last summer while in Austria, we were blessed to meet 
two young Polish priests. Fortunately, a son-in-law of 
some Austrian friends spoke Polish and the two priests 
spoke some German, so while we were all together 
conversation was not a problem. 

Both of these young men write to us and we also write 
to them. Herein lies our problem. Of the three letters we 
have received, we have only been able to get one 
translated, and that was done by a Polish visitor who was 
staying with American relatives in Fallbrook. 

We have exhausted all the Polish people we know in 
Fallbrook, but no one has been able to get a good 
understanding of the letters and give us a translation. 

The two priests are from the Diocese of Katowice; their 
parishes are in the towns of Zory and Borynia.

In addition, while one of the 
letters is typewritten, the other is in their rather different 
script.

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She was married on her 18th birthday in January 1920. 


The following November, women were allowed to vote in — 


the presidential election for the first time. 

Her husband said to her that she should vote in this 
historic first for women. She was not inclined to for, she said, 
‘‘What will I do if they ask me my age?”’ 

“*You’ll think of something,’’ he replied. 

So she went off to vote, and the first thing the election 
official asked was, ‘‘And what is your age, Mrs. Dollen?”’ 
Being a large woman, she drew herself up to full height and 
replied decisively, ‘‘Iama woman and I donot tell my age!”’ 

They were all sweetness and light and gave her a ballot 
and let her vote. Ever since then, she and her family have 
voted every time the polling places open. 

That’s what makes it so difficult for me to understand why 
so many Americans don’t vote. It’s such a privilege, as well 
as a Christian virtue to care for the concerns of others and to 
work for the good of your country. 

If you don’t vote, you have no right to complain. Those 
who do not vote are counted with the majority. Ifyou did not 
vote in 1984, then, in effect, you voted for President 
Reagan. 

Not to vote makes a statement, not that you are 
indifferent, but that you will support whoever wins. It’s all 
the same to you. 

Forthose of us who did vote this month, there is always the 
delightful exercise of next-day quarterbacking when we all 
have 20-20 vision. It was a very interesting election, even 
though it did not have many highlights. 

Dukakis won even better than the experts had predicted, 
and one of his strengths is that he does not seem to have any 
excess political baggage in the way ofties to special interests. 
““One issue’’ voters have to admire his strength and hope 
that their one issue, no matter how vital it might be, will get 
an honest hearing from him and then be tried in the final 
court of American public opinion. 
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That’s the American way, and we can ride our issues as 
far as humanely and politically possible, without breaking 
thelaw. Violent civil disobedience turns most Americans off 
completely. 

Almost all the bond issues passed by very narrow 
majorities, which shows that we are concerned with the huge 
deficits. Even the sales tax increase passed by asqueaky-thin 
margin. That should tell the politicians that the voters are 
just about at our limit of patience with this type of financing. 

In the City of San Diego, Mayor Maureen O’Connor’s 
landslide victory was hardly a surprise. It’s obvious that she 
enjoys being Mayor of San Diego and she works long and 
hard at the job. 

The talk of the politicians right now is who will be the vice 
presidential candidate on each of the major tickets. Mrs. 
Dole would add great strength to the GOP side, and Mayor 
O’Connor would be my favorite to run with Dukakis. 
That’s probably only a dream ticket! It’s difficult to see how 
Jesse Jackson could add any real strength to the Democratic 
ticket. 

When Ferraro added the feminine note to the last election 
bid, we indicated to our mother, a great and vocal champion 
of women’s rights, that this was indeed a triumph for 
women’s rights and that soon we might see a woman 
president. 

““Not at all,’’ she replied. ‘‘I wouldn’t vote for a woman. 
Women shouldn’t run the county. They should decide 
which man will.’’ 

I still haven’t figured out the logic of that!

The elementary Catholic way 


A few weeks ago I gave the commencement address at 
St. Kieran’s School in El Cajon. Graduation provides not 
only an occasion for celebration and the observance of a 
rite of passage, but also the opportunity for fondly 
remembering and expressing gratitude to all those family 
and friends who have been good and faithful stewards for 
the graduating students in their educational odyssey. 

The Diocese of San Diego is blessed with some 40 
excellent parochial elementary schools, which are not only 
the academic envy of their secular counterparts, but 
which also serve as a reminder of the many personal and 
financial sacrifices parents, parishioners and pastors make 
to continue this important and distinctive form of a 
Christ-based education. 

All of the schools, whatever the financial status of their 
parish, attempt to provide a nurturing and caring 
community, wherein the students can grow not only 
scholastically and socially, but spiritually as well. 

The schools are typically not flashy, preferring to offer 
basic instruction in the so-called ‘‘three R’s,’’ often 
without the gimmickry of modern state-of-the-art 
equipment. 

The distractions of fashion are prudently eradicated by 
the egalitarian school uniform. The system relies on a 
unique dose of parental volunteerism and faculty 
dedication that links the school, the home and the parish 
in a seamless, cooperative bond. 

Religion is not compartmentalized in these schools. 
That is, religion isn’t just an academic subject one studies 
along with literature and composition, mathematics and 
science, music and art. Catholicism is a form of life that 
permeates the entire curriculum, providing that 
distinctive élan vital that demarcates the parochial school. 

In my commencement remarks, I tried to avoid the 
platitudes (e.g., ‘‘your future lies ahead of you’’) and the 
cliched falsehoods (e.g., ‘“you can be anything you want 
to be’’) that often characterize such addresses. 


Instead, I urged the students not to relinquish their 
childlike ways. I was hardly recommending that they be 
childish, but that they, as adolescents, not rush too readily 
to put on adult masks. I encouraged them to retain their 
basic sense of moral decency, their innate ‘‘purity of 
heart,’’ and not indulge in the double-mindedness of 
_adultish self-evasion and self-deception. 


And I counseled them to say ‘“‘yes to life’’ and resist 
with all their strength the prevailing ambience of our 
abortifacient society. I asked them to be peacemakers, 
willing to say “‘no’’ to war, to excessive military spending 
and to any form of nationalistic violence that would 
negate basic human rights and our birthmarks as 
creatures of God. 


I expressed the hope that they would orient their studies 
in preparation for pursuing careers that involve 
opportunities for Christian service, especially in 
education, health care, social services, etc. 


And I cautioned them not to be motivated by the 
external pursuits so prized by our Californian ethos, i.e., 
power, fame and wealth. However, should their 
respective talents or life’s circumstances in the years 
ahead lend themselves to occupations that have little 
relish of salvation in them, I hoped that they would 
transform those professions ad majorem Dei gloriam. 


I concluded with a deliberately slow reading of the 
prayer attributed to the 13th century ecologist Giovanni 
Bernardone (St. Francis of Assisi). ‘‘Lord make us 
instruments of your peace. ... ”’

ALCALA PARK — Over 100 people “‘tuned out’’ to 
experience centering prayer at a three-night lecture series 
given by Father Basil Pennington, OCSO, a Cistercian 


-monk, at the University of San Diego June 21. 


Father Pennington spoke about Thomas Merton, a 
fellow monk, spiritual model and author, citing his 
contributions to the Catholic Church and society. 

Through his presentations, Father Pennington shared 


Te ae Merton’s contemplative form of prayer and put into 
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context his spiritual journey, key moments in that j journey 
and how participants might apply Merton’s experiences 
to their own lives. 

“This ancient form of prayer dates back to the 5th 
century,’’ explained Father Pennington. “‘It was known 
as prayer of the heart, with heart meaning the deepest 
place within us. Through Merton, it received a new name 
— centering prayer — to go to the_deepest center of 
oneself, pass through it and be with God,”’’ he continued. 

Various letters from Merton have enabled Father 
Pennington to capture the essense of this prayer. Merton 
wrote his method of meditation ‘‘is centered entirely on 
the presence of God, his will and his love.’ 

Clarifying Merton’s thought, Father Pennington said, 
‘“This does not mean imagining God. It means to be all 
there.”’ 

In Father Pennington’s words, centering prayer is ‘‘a 
very simple way of prayer which can be used by anyone 
who wants to be with God, to experience his love and 
presence. It is a prayer of longing that leads into a prayer 
of presence.’ 

The speaker gave three steps in centering prayer:

© Be in faith and love of God who dwells in the center 
of our being. 

e Use a meaningful love or prayer word to remain 
present. Begin to repeat this word inwardly. 

e During the time of prayer, if distractions occur, use 
the love word to return to the Lord. 

Father Pennington recommended using centering 
prayer about 20 minutes twice a day. “‘It is a prayer of 
experience, so we can only know it by experience,’’ he 
said. 

Because the prayer takes place at another level of 
consciousness (other levels being waking, sleeping and 
dreaming), the rational mind cannot judge it. It must be 
judged by its fruits, he said. 

Some participants questioned the fact that centering 
prayer may not be suitable for all personality types. 

Father Pennington responded, ‘‘Contemplative prayer 
is a prayer of being and we all be, no matter what 
personality type.”’ 

It is through this contemplative prayer that Merton 
found freedom ‘‘from those things which enslave us,’’ 
Father Pennington explained, adding Merton’s spiritual 
journey was this quest for freedom. 

‘‘What matters is the freedom to be in contact with the 
center,’’ the source of all freedom, Merton wrote. 

Freedom lies in the capacity to choose what really is, 
Father Pennington explained. 

Rick Egan, a youth minister at St. Francis Church in 
Vista who also participated in the lectures, said he had 
tried contemplative prayer before and wanted the 
opportunity to be taught in person. 

“‘T need prayer every day for the work I do. I know it 
works because there is more peace in my life; my body 
and spirit become one,’’ Egan added. 


Grants aid SDOP, Central American refugees

SAN DIEGO — Thanks to a grant from the Archbishop’s 
Fund for Sisters, two local organizations can better 
respond to the needs of the people they serve. 

Sister Trudy, RSCJ, of The San Diego Interfaith Task 
Force on Central America and Sister Eileen Bearss, 
RSCJ, of the San Diego Organizing Project were cy 
awarded separate grants from the fund, designated solely 
to aid the works of women Religious. 

Funded by the Conrad N. Hilton Foundation of Los 
Angeles, the Archbishop’s Fund for Sisters ‘‘recognizes 
the need to relieve the suffering, the distressed and the 
destitute.”’ 

Sisters seeking grants from the fund must adhere to the 
guidelines specified in the 1988 procedure pamphlet: 

e “The project seeking.a grant must involve direct 
services which concentrate on alleviating human 
suffering, mitigating deprivation in the ordinary lives of 
children and youth, or achieving systemic change. 

e “At least one member of a Roman Catholic religious 
congregation of women must be in direct service with the 
project requesting funding.’’

February and received $10,000. She will receive another 
$10,000 next March if, by that time, the task force can 
raise $16,000 of its own. 

The task force provides immediate assistance to 
refugees seeking asylum and aids refugees in locating 
their families, explained Sister Trudy. 

As stated in the organization’s grant proposal, money 
from the grant will be used primarily to support the 
group’s work with Central American minors,.,including 
both direct aid and education. 

Sister Trudy pointed out that ‘‘activities involved 
would include bonding out refugees, liaison work with the 
refugees and with families, with courts and with the 
detention facilities.’’ 

For the task force, receiving the grant means ‘‘go for 
it,”’ she said. ‘‘There is no way I can earn the money 
needed and there is no one else (in this area) doing what I 
do.”’ 

The grant is the largest the organization has received 
from outside sources, said Sister Trudy. 

Sister Eileen Bearss, finance and development 
organizer at SDOP, received a $12,500 grant, to be used 
for staff leadership development and office expenses. 

SDOP is a federation of community and church-based 
organizations and institutions which seek to improve the 
quality of community life especially in poorer areas.

SDOP applied for the grant because ‘‘family life is 
under siege and neighborhoods are unsafe,’’ she said. 

Common problems plaguing the San Diego area are 
public safety, crime, youth unemployment and 
education, said Sister Bearss. 

Sister Bearss feels the Archbishop’s Fund for Sisters is 
opening new doors for religious communities. 

“Tt is a wonderful thing that we’ve been awarded this 
grant because it helps us to carry out our mission of 
working for the poor,’’ she explained.

Filipinos: Cardinal’s visit fostered unity

SAN DIEGO — Local Catholic 
Filipino leaders believe Cardinal Jaime 
Sin’s recent visit to San Diego has helped 
unify the area’s Filipino community. 

Father Roque Vaio, chief coordinator 
of the executive committee that planned 
the visit, said he is confident the 
cardinal’s visit has led to increased unity 
among local Filipinos. “‘I know people 
will continue to work toward this,’’ he 
said. 

“‘T hope his message takes effect ... that 
there be no more political factions, no 
more Marcos loyalists or Coryists,’’ said 
Father Dionisio Macalintal, _ spiritual 
advisor for the Filipino Commission of 
the Diocesan Pastoral Council. 

Belle Dion, diocesan consultant for 
sacramental catechesis/RCIA and a 


‘member of the visit planning committee, 


said the cardinal’s homily at the Mass at 
USD made her realize that the local 
Filipino community is not separated from 
the one in the Philippines. 

“‘We’re part of that culture. ... We 
need to support them financially and with 
service,’’ Dion said. 

Dion said she hopes gatherings of local 
Filipinos will be held to reflect on the 
cardinal’s message of unity. 

Anita Atok, chairperson of the Filipino 
Commission, said she is planning a 
workshop for local Filipinos later this 
year. 

‘‘We need to follow through 
especially on improvement of 
relationships. We need to unify leaders, 
including priests,’’ Atok said. 

Dion said, however, she regrets that the 
community may continue to be divided 
because of regionalism and dialectal 
differences. ‘‘I have great hope though 
because the message touched the hearts of 
Filipinos. 


Cardinal Sin lauds land 
reform in Philippines

voices in singing a Philippine national 
song. 

“In the present crisis of the world, we 
will gain the wisdom and the courage to 
make our way to peace and prosperity at 
last, if we work with all our might and 
pray with all our hearts,’’ said Cardinal 
Sin, who played a key role in the People 
Power revolution which brought Corazon 
Aquino to the Philippine presidency and 
toppled the 20-year reign of Ferdinand 
Marcos in February 1986. 

He cautioned the congregation against 
establishing a ‘‘ ‘mining’ industry. This 
is mine, that is mine and nothing is left to 
our neighbor. ... Love is a basket with 
five loaves and two fishes. It is never 
enough until you start to give it away.”’ 

The cardinal spiced his homily with 


humor and numerous anecdotes, 
including recollections from _ his 
childhood. 


The 14th of 16 children, the cardinal 
said, ‘‘During those days there was no 
family planning. Thanks be to God. 
Because if there was I could not have been 
born.”’ ’ 

His mother gave him more attention 
than his siblings because he was a sickly 
child, he said.

‘All of us are spiritually sick and that is 
why Mary loves you and me, and again 
she gives special graces to all of us,’’ the 
59-year-old cardinal said. 

‘‘God is about to punish all of us 
because of our sins. Sins of injustice; sins 
of abortion.’’ Mary stands in the way of 
this punishment, he said, urging the 
congregation to work to halt abortion and 
euthanasia. 

At a morning press conference on June 
18 in the San Diego Diocesan Office 
building, the cardinal also noted the need 
to combat abortion and euthanasia. ‘““We 
are priceless as people because we have a 
soul,’’ he said. 

“‘The Philippines is a poor country but 
it is rich in children ... who are the future 
of the church.’’ Lack of education, not 
the growing Filipino population, creates 
problems for the island nation, he said at 
the morning press conference. ‘‘You 
can’t solve this problem by killing people 
through abortion ... or euthanasia.”’ 

He noted that the Philippines is 
showing signs of economic recovery, 
demonstrated by a GNP of 7.5 percent. 

He also lauded the Comprehensive 
Agrarian Reform Program recently 
approved by the Philippine legislature 
and signed into law by President Corazon 


Dr. Edwin Yorobe, chairman of PUSO 
Philippines, an organization that assists 
charitable projects in the Philippines, said 
the cardinal’s call for unity was “‘right on 
the dot. Whether it will have the desired 
impact is hard to say. It could be the 
spark that brings us together,’’ said 
Yorobe, a doctor of internal medicine. 


Dr. Edgar Gamboa, a visit planning 
committee member and the founding 
chairman of PUSO, noted the importance 
of hearing the message of unity from the 
Philippine church leader. ‘“The Catholic 
faith unites’’ Filipinos, he added. 


Gamboa said he was disappointed that 
the cardinal did not give more emphasis 
to problems in the Philippines, 


concentrating instead on problems within 
the local Filipino community. “‘I guess 
(the cardinal) felt that we’d be in the 
proper frame to help our countrymen if 
we keep our house in order,’’ the vascular 
surgeon said. 


Father Vafio noted that planning for 
the visit resulted in identifying leaders 
within the local Filipino community. 
‘‘We discovered their hidden talents.”’ 

Associate pastor at Our Lady of Angels 
parish in San Diego, Father Vaiio said he 
hopes the Filipino Commission of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council will ‘‘pick up 
on what has been gained’’ through the 
cardinal’s visit and work on further 
unifying the area’s Filipino Catholics. 

Father Macalintal said persons who 
could assist the Filipino Commission were 
discovered in planning the cardinal’s 
visit. ‘“They could be good assets for the 
community,’’ said the associate pastor at 
Church of the Most Precious Blood, 
Chula Vista. 

Father Macalintal said he hopes to 
reorganize the commission to include 
representatives from 12 diocesan parishes 
with large Filipino populations. He also 
would like to solicit input from the pastors 
at these parishes.

Aquino, noting that the plan will work if 
business, the private sector, the clergy 
and the military work to implement it. 

Philippine democracy is fragile, he 
explained. Referring to the ouster of 
Marcos, he said, ‘‘We were able to expel 
Ali Baba, but there are still 40 thieves 
around.”’ 

However, he noted the need for 
showing mercy toward others, including 
persons like Ferdinand Marcos. ‘‘Justice 
is important, but so is mercy. ... Justice 
without mercy is tyranny,’’ Cardinal Sin 


said. 

That evening Cardinal Sin was the 
guest of honor at a dinner at the Marriott 
Hotel and Marina. 

During his address, he said the 
Philippines was on the “‘threshold of yet 
another revolution,’’ one of national 
renewal and recovery based on ‘‘an 
effective and responsive land reform 
program.”’ 

He said ‘‘that we all hope (this 
revolution) would recast a system that has

Family business funds 
high school scholarships

SAN DIEGO — Members of the 
alumni associations at the four Catholic 
high schools in San Diego County assist 
their alma maters in a number of ways. 

Among the many alumni supporting 
their schools are Anne Navara Greenburg 
and her brother Jerry Navara, who 
decided that it was time for them to give 
something back to their high schools. 

Greenburg, a 1963 graduate of the 
Academy of Our Lady of Peace in 
Normal Heights, and Navara, a 1966 
graduate of St. Augustine High School in 
North Park, have established a yearly 
scholarship to be awarded to a student at 
their alma maters. The scholarships will 
be sponsored by Jerome’s Furniture 
Warehouse, the family business. 

The two also serve on the board of 
directors of each school. 

“‘T’ve always felt you have to give back 
to the community. Education is very 
important because these students are our 
future. I’ve been successful (in my 
endeavors) and now it’s time to give some 
of that back,’’ explained Greenburg. 

Her brother agreed. ‘‘You need the 
support of the community to help build a 
school. I think I’m’ doing my duty and it 
(the scholarship) is a way for me to say 
thanks,’’ he said. 

For the next five years, the furniture 
store will provide a scholarship for a full 
year’s tuition at OLP. 

Sophomores, juniors and seniors are 
eligible, Greenburg said, adding that they 
are not necessarily looking for the 


“‘straight-A’’ student. 

“‘T will be looking for a student who 
academically shows promise, but is also 
interested in extracurricular activities,”’ 
she ‘said. 

“The scholarship could be awarded to 
two applicants who would then share the 
award,’’ Greenburg added. 

The family will offer two half-year 
scholarships at Saints over the next five 
years. 

All grade levels are eligible. Applicants 
should have a grade point average of C + 
or better, have a sports background and 
be involved in extracurricular activities. 
Need will also be considered, explained 
Navara. 

“‘T think school has an important place 
in the community and I want to see 
Saint’s fulfill its destiny. It is high on 
tradition and puts out leaders,’’ he said. 

After the five-year trial period has 
passed, the success of the scholarships will 
be evaluated and a decision to continue 
the funding will be made at that time, said 
Greenburg. 

For now, the brother and sister team 
feel their contributions to their alma 
maters are important. 

For Daniel O’Neal, a 1962 graduate of 
Our Lady of the Sacred Heart School in 
East San.

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Judge: More 
aliens eligible 
for amnesty

SACRAMENTO — A federal judge in Sacramento 
ordered the Immigration and Naturalization Service to 
extend the deadline for amnesty to those undocumented 
aliens ruled ineligible because they left the United States for 
brief periods of time. 

Aliens eligible to apply for citizenship had to prove 
continuous residency since Jan. 1, 1982, but INS ruled as 
ineligible those aliens who had made short trips abroad. 

During a yearlong amnesty period, which ended May 4, 
more than 2.1 million undocumented aliens filed for 
legalization. 

Under the 1986 Immigration Reform and Control Act, 
aliens whose amnesty petitions are approved are given 
temporary resident status that allows them to live and work 
here legally. They have one year, starting 18 months after 
the date they filed for legalization, to apply for permanent 
resident status. 

U.S. District Judge Lawrence Karlton ruled June 10 that 
the application period for the amnesty program be extended 
to Nov. 30 for those who left the country briefly. 

He ordered INS to rescind the denials of amnesty for an 
estimated 25,000 aliens who make such trips but who 
otherwise qualified. 

The extension also applies to aliens who can prove they 
were discouraged from applying for amnesty because of the 
rule. That figure is estimated at 125,000 by the National 
Center for Immigrants’ Rights in Los Angeles, which 
served as legal counsel for the suit. 

Locally, Bob Moser, assistant director for Catholic 
Community Service’s office of Refugee Resettlement and 
Immigration, said the ruling will have no impact on the 
CCS Legalization Program because none of its clients were 
denied anmesty because they had left the country. 

Moser hailed the ruling as ‘“‘good news because (CCS 
personnel) had been concerned about people being denied 
amnesty for this reason.”’ 

Moser noted that CCS legalization staff members had 
encouraged all amnesty seekers to submit their applications 
during the last three months of the filing period. 

Moser added that CCS had filed more than 16,000 
applications as of mid-June, exceeding the legalization 
program’s goal of 15,000. He anticipates some 4,000 more 
amnesty forms from seasonal agricultural workers will be 
filed before the November 30 deadline. 

Of the 16,000 who applied through CCS, the agency 
had 2,600 cases pending on the May 4 application 
deadline, an estimated 1,200 signing up during the last 
four days of the program. 

Moser estimates that one-third to one-half of those 
2,600 undocumented persons with pending applications 
will miss the opportunity for legalized residency if they do 
not complete their applications by July 5. - 

The INS had granted a 60-day extension for those 
registering for legalization by midnight May 4. The 
extension gave late applicants time to obtain the necessary

documentation for a completed application. 

Moser said attempts to contact many last minute 
applicants have been futile, since many of them had moved 
on, leaving no forwarding addresses or phone numbers. 
Others have missed scheduled appointments. 

Karlton’s order enforced a ruling he made May 3 that 
INS had imposed an overly strict interpretation of the law 
when it required that undocumented aliens applying for 
amnesty obtain permission before leaving the country while 
waiting for approval of their amnesty applications. 

The suit was brought by several groups, including 
Catholic Social Services of the Diocese of Sacramento and 
the United Farm Workers, which said aliens were being 
unfairly punished for visiting relatives back home. 

INS was expected to appeal the ruling. 

Frances Martinez, who heads the legalization program 
for the Sacramento Diocese, told National Catholic News 
Service June 14 that her office already was preparing 
paperwork and applications for people they had thought 
ineligible because of brief trips.

Described in the lawsuit were the situations of three 
individuals, each of whom had gone to Mexico for brief 
visits. The lawsuit said visits back and forth over the 
Mexican-American border are common for shopping or to 
take care of family business. 

Maria de Jesus Gonzalez, a resident of Laredo, Texas, 
since 1980, regularly crossed over the border into Nuevo 
Laredo on Mexico to buy groceries. The suit said she was 
caught as she returned, bypassing immigration checks. The 
suit said she did not know the trips would disqualify her. 

The suit also cited Ignacio Andrade, who drove to 
Tijuana, Mexico, from Los Angeles, his home for 13 years, 
to visit a friend for about’an hour. The lawsuit said he 
returned through a hole in a fence.

continued to hold a great majority of our 
people in bondage long after we had 
liberated ourselves from political shackles 
of an authoritarian regime.’’ 

For a great number of people in the 
Philippines, ‘‘possession of land would be 
the fulfillment of a promise of total 
emancipation, from poverty, from 
oppression. 

“*This is our second chance to show the 
world that change can be achieved if we 
will it, and if we are willing to work for it 
the Filipino way, the non-violent way, the 
prayer-supported way.”’ 

During his talk he addressed Bishop 
Maher, saying he has heard from some of 
the Filipino people here that ‘‘you are a 
great leader. You are teaching them what 
Christ-like leadership should be, a 
leadership through meekness and 
persuasion rather than through power 
and domination — that to serve is to rule, 
to be humble is to be honored, to love is to 
lead.”’ 


At the cardinal’s request, the some 800 
people attending the banquet gave Bishop 
Maher a standing ovation. 

Proceeds from the dinner and monies 
collected at the USD Mass benefited 
charitable projects in the Philippines 
supported by PUSO, a local organization 
which works with the Philippine church. 

During the Mass at USD, the 
university presented Cardinal Sin with an 
honorary degree. 

During his visit to San Diego, the 
cardinal also celebrated a Mass at 11 a.m. 

June 19 at St. Michael parish, Paradise 
Hills, which has a large concentration of 
Filipino people, and then had a luncheon 
meeting with the 18 Filipino priests 
ministering in the diocese.

director at OLSH. After graduating from 
college, became the sixth-grade teacher at 
OLSH and was acting vice principal for 
five years before he became principal in 
1975. 

He told the Southern Cross that the 
Sisters of St. Joseph of Orange, who 


formally administered the school, instilled - 


within him their governing philosophy 
which encourages students to return to 
the community that which the community 
has given to them, such as caring. 


OLSH fosters a ‘‘feeling of 
community’’ that is ‘‘not the church 
community and not the school 
community, but a healthy overlapping of 
both,’’ explained O’ Neal.

Educators restrict 


outlook, priest says

ALCALA PARK — A local 
participant in the Catholic Education 
Futures Project, held in May in Dayton, 
Ohio, feels the program’s more than 300 
participants were rather ‘‘conservative’’ 
in their outlook toward the future. 

“We had a hard time passing 
(directional) statements,’’ said Father 
Edward (Bud) Kaicher, director of the 
Office of Youth and Young Adult 
Ministries who attended the eight-day 
meeting that focused on the future of 
Catholic education in the United States. 

The conclusion of the U.S. Catholic 
educators who participated in the 
symposium said the key aims of future 
Catholic education should include lifelong 


learning, social justice and the 
elimination of sexism, racism and 
poverty. 

Father Kaicher defined the 
participants’ conservative outlook as 


“‘people not recognizing issues or groups 
of people in the church that should be 
brought into the mainstream. ... It’s not 
being open to people — be they 
Hispanics, blacks, the handicapped — 
and making them full | partners ’ in 
(Catholic) education.’’ 

He said results of the voting on 116 
directional statements, that the 
participants considered were the most 
important priorities for the future, did not 
“link up’’ with recent papal encyclicals, 
such as the one on social concerns 
(Sollicttudo Rei Socialis), or the U.S. 
bishops’ pastoral letters. 

U.S. bishops have recently stressed the 
importance of supporting the demands of 
the poor, justice and just rights, a key part 
of Catholic social teaching, said Father 
Kaicher. 

He said some participants may not 
have been versed in current Catholic 
social teaching. He cited the failure to 


approve a statement requesting that 
“Catholic education commit itself to 
raise consciousness regarding the 


feminization of poverty,’’ despite the fact 
that statistics show that women are often 
the victims of poverty. 

Father Kaicher said the participants — 
representing 22 national educational 
organizations — had a difficult time 
agreeing on the wording of proposals. 


He said participants may not have 
approved statements because they felt the 
subjects ‘‘were too radical for their 
dioceses.”’ 

He said it was ‘‘sad’’ that women did 
not fare better on the women’s ordination 
issue statement. Participants failed to 
approve a proposal calling for a study of 
the issue. ‘‘That we’re not even going to 
study or look at it is stupid,’’ he said. 

The youth director also suggested that 
“turf protecting,’’ making sure one’s 
particular program was safeguarded, 
occurred at the meeting. 

The question of the future of Catholic 
schools sparked much discussion, he said. 
““Everybody agreed that nobody wants 
Catholic schools to close. ... But we all 
agreed that we have to address the issue of 
the equitable distribution of (parish) 
finances and structures.”’ 

The symposium demonstrated the need 
for collaboration among various 
departments in a diocese, Father Kaicher 
said, adding that he hopes to become 
“‘more collaborative with other agencies, 
and offices in the (San Diego) diocese.’’ 

Youth office personnel and the Schools 
Office are currently cooperating on a 
project called Global Horizons, he noted. 

“Collaboration isn’t easy. ... It takes 
time and effort to understand others and 
their roles,’’ he explained. 

Father Kaicher said the conference also 
pointed out the need to plan for the 
future. ‘‘One criticism of the U.S. 
church, at least on the local level, is we 
don’t do future planning. We’re 
always filling in holes here and there 
instead of stating our goals and 
objectives,’’ he said. 

To combat this, the youth office has 
spent the last two years writing a five-year 
plan. It will be presented to Bishop Leo 
T. Maher and the diocesan Board of 
Education in September, Father Kaicher 
said. 

Participating in the conference has 
rekindled Father Kaicher’s ‘‘desire to 
reach out to minorities and marginalized 
groups in society. We need to 
encourage their participation and listen to 
them,’’ he said. 

He said he is proud of the Youth 
Office’s programs for Spanish-speaking 
teen-agers, but feels more needs to be 
done with black, Asian and Native 
American youth, 


Bishops agree to issue 
anew AIDS statement

statement on the fatal disease issued last 
December by the Administrative Board of 
the USCC, the bishops’ public policy 
arm. 

Some bishops objected to the 
statement’s position that the Catholic 
Church could tolerate information about 
condoms in public education programs on 
AIDS prevention if such programs were 
set in a moral context of promoting 
Christian family values. 

Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, head of the 
Vatican’s doctrinal congregation, had 
written to the bishops before the meeting 
urging that they present a united front on 
the issue. He asked them in the future to 
consult the Holy See beforehand when 
planning statements which could have 
worldwide ramifications. 

Cardinal Joseph L. Bernadin of 
Chicago, who made the motion to 
prepare a new AIDS statement, said at a 
press conference later that he had made 
the same proposal as Cardinal Ratzinger 
tow months erlier. He said there was no 
effort by bishops during the executive 
session to withdraw or retract the original 
statement. 

The deterrence assessment report 
approved by the bishops praised 
improved U.S.-Soviet relations and the 


recent intermediate-range nuclear 
weapons treaty. 

At the same time the report criticized 
some missile deployment policies since 
1983 as contrary to the principles of the 
bishops’ peace pastoral, and _ it 
maintained the 1983 pastoral’s stance that 
the bishops could give only a ‘“‘strictly 
conditioned moral acceptance’’ to nuclear 
deterrence. 

On SDI, the major new strategic 
development since 1983, the report 
judged that the risks, problems in 
technological feasibility and high costs of 
the system are such that a limited research 
program can continue, but it is not 
morally acceptable to move toward 
deployment of the _— system. 


The bishops also urged Catholics to 
make peace and justice priorities in their 
personal and civic lives. 

The first draft of a pastoral on women 
that the bishops discussed: calls‘sexism a 
sin and urges men to become sensitive to 
the many ways in which they treat women 
as less than equal and to join in the 
struggle for the dignity of women. 

In their discussion the bishops 
criticized some aspects of the pastoral, but 
many of their suggestions were requests to 
expand: the document’s treatment of 
various issues and concerns.

Cop film tries to promote 


There are buddy cop movies and there 
are cop buddy movies, but Red Heat 
manages to take the concept one giant step 
further with its dramatic, politically 
motivated premise, striking visuals, 
inspired casting and outstanding direction, 
then drown it all in a sea of unneeded 
profanity and some gruesome violence. 

Arnold Schwarzenegger plays Ivan 
Danko, the ultimate Soviet cop, who 
arrives in Chicago bent on finding a 
notorious Soviet drug smuggler. Sneering 
bad guy, Viktor Rostavili (Ed O’Ross) 
slipped Danko’s grip in Moscow, killed his 
partner and is about to mainline a massive 
drug shipment from Chicago to Russia 
unless Danko can stop him one way or 
another. 

Of course, Danko has to work with the 
Chicago police on this one. Enter Art 
Ridzik (Jim Belushi), the loud-mouthed, 
profane Chicago cop assigned to assist and 
trail Danko. 
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most deadly warriors, led by a Darth 
Vader-type villain named General Kael 
(Pat Roach) and the queen’s mercenary 
daughter Sorsha (Joanne Whalley) to find 
the baby so she can be destroyed. 

Through many incredible adventures, 
including breathtaking chases, 
incomparable sword fights and brutal 
battles on castle parapets, Willow and 
rogue Daikini warrior Madmartigan (Val 
Kilmer), with the assist of various fairies, 
two comical 9-inch brownies (Kevin Pollak 
and Rick Overton) and a good sorceress 
(Patricia Hayes), attempt to keep the baby 
safe. 

“Willow”? is jam-packed with oddly 
named, shaped and sized characters, 
forbidding medieval sets and a complex 
plot, all of which may leave very young 
children and even their parents a tad 
confused. The visuals, however, are often 
extraordinary. Director Ron Howard 
(‘‘Cocoon,’’) makes the most of lush 
natural settings in New Zealand, Wales 
and England. And the effects from 
Industrial Light and Magic, Lucasfilm’s 
noted special effects division, will really 
appeal to children who will be mesmerized 


This team is hardly a match made in 
heaven. While Danko remains true to his 
tight-lipped ‘‘Iron Jaw’’ epithet and keeps 
his homeland’s woes with d. ugs close to his 
massive chest, Ridzik never shuts up. 
Danko learns more than he ever wanted to 
know about Ridzik and U.S. crime. Their 
repartee, while overlaced with Ridzik’s 
foul language, matches Danko’s taciturn 
straight lines with Ridzik’s banter in a way 
that doesn’t detract from the case at hand. 

An obvious nod to “‘glasnost,’’ this film 
almost goes overboard in its efforts to make 
Danko’s character sympathetic and 
Ridzik’s character slobbish. 
Schwarzenegger and Belushi are at the top 
of their form in these roles. From the very 
first ominous sight of Danko draped in half 
a towel (his massive form is naked from the 
rear here) as he scouts a steamy Russian 
foundry gym for Viktor, Schwarzenegger 
maintains a believable psychological 
distance from every other mortal. who

Allin all, the story is attention-grabbing 
but just too elaborate to inspire awe. 
Standouts in the cast are Kilmer as the wild 
swordsman Madmartigan; Billy Barty as 
Willow’s comical scorcery mentor High 
Aldwin; andMarsh (remember Rose in 
‘““Upstairs, Downstairs’’ ?), the 
wonderfully despicable Queen Bavmorda. 
Willow’s sweet-natured wife Kiaya (Julie 
Peters), his children (Dawn Downing and 
Mark Vande Brake) and the baby Elora 
Danan (Ruth and Kate Greenfield) steal 
every scene they’ rein. 

Due to several intense and violent 
sequences involving medieval-type combat 
as well as scenes incorporating the 
frightening boar-like Death Dogs and one 
lengthy climactic battle involving a giant 
two-headed monster, young children 
should be accompanied by parents.

crosses his path. Of course, his physical 
prowess is never less than god-like, in good 
contrast to Ridzik’s clumsy foul-ups. 

The strong direction by Walter Hill (“48 
Hours’’) is apparent in the dramatic 
sequences that open and close the film. The 
scenes shot on location in Moscow are 
especially good, but the whole is marred by 
too much profanity (from Ridzik) and 
intense violence that sees Danko ripping off 
a culprit’s wooden leg to expose smuggled 
cocaine and using a Chicago bus as a 
battering ram in a spectacularly staged 
finale. 

While this violence is much more 
integrated into the criminal milieu than the 
comic-book, war-toy violence found in 
“‘Rambo,”’ it is ultimately gratuitous and 
can’t be condoned.

Youth council aims to 
fuse teens into parish

ALCALA PARK — Saturday, July 9, 
will mark the start of a new organization 
within the Diocese of San Diego — a 
group for and by youth. 

That’s the date of the first meeting of 
the Diocesan Youth Council, which is 
composed of two representatives from 
each of the eight deaneries within the San 
Diego diocese. 

The council was established to serve as 
a multifaceted operation to foster the total 
personal and spiritual growth of parish 
youth and to bring them into the life, 
mission and work of the faith community, 
explained Father Edward (Bud) Kaicher, 
director of the newly formed 
organization. 

The purpose of the council is three- 
fold: to be advocates for youth ministry 
on a diocesan level, to increase the 
visibility of youth within the diocese, to 
promote youth ministry in each deanery 
and to implement and participate in 
diocesan-level youth events. 

At the July 9 meeting, which Father 
Kaicher called the “‘initial phase of a 
discernment- day,’”’ the council will 
discuss a five-year strategic plan 
incorporating how the council will work 
as advocates for youth ministry and what it 
needs to focus on. The group will also 
discuss which diocesan boards will be 
given input concerning youth issues in the 
diocese. 

“Youth ministry is to, with, by and for 
the youth,”’ said Father Kaicher. 
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“It is ‘to’ youth when the community 
exercises its pastoral role in meeting 
young people’s needs,’’ he explained. 

“It is ‘with’ youth because they share 
with adults a common responsibility to 
carry out the church’s mission of service 
to others,’’ Father Kaicher said. 


“It is ‘by’ youth when they exercise their 
own ministry, especially to peers, and it is 
‘for” youth in that adult youth ministers 
attempt to interpret the needs of youth and 
act as advocates in articulating their 
concerns to the community,’’ he added. 


Adult youth ministers will continue to 
remain active and provide guidance. 
Youth council representatives and adult 
youth ministers will become a team, 
strengthening the organization, he said. 


Father Kaicher would like to see the 
youth become more involved with the 
adults in a parish. He also hopes adults 
will recognize young people’s potential 
and impact on each parish. 

““My big hope is that these kids will be 
like a prophetic voice so adults will realize 
kids are more valuable than waiting on 
tables at various functions. Kids have a 
vision. They should be an integral part of 
parish life,’’ said Father Kaicher. 

Youth Council representatives went 
through a two-step process before being 
chosen for the group. They were first 
recommended by parish youth ministers. 
Interviews were then conducted by 
Regional Youth Council Representatives 
Christie Buchmiller and Angela 
Davidson, and Lenna Ivie, consultant for 
Office of Youth and Young Adult 
Ministries.

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Mother Teresa’s priests move to Tijuana

superior of the Missionary of Charity 
Sisters in Tijuana. Mother Teresa is 
expected to attend the ceremony, she 
added. 

The decision to move the headquarters 
of the four-year-old Missionary of 
Charity priests from the south Bronx area 
of New York City to Tijuana was made a 
month ago, said Father Langford, a 
founding member of the order anda 1969 
graduate of the University of San Diego 
High School, Linda Vista. 

“Just look outside the door’’ of this 
Tijuana facility to understand why the 
order, whose members come from 10 
countries, made the decision to move, the 
superior said. 

Referring to the cardboard shacks he 
observed along the route to Colonia 
Murua, seminarian Brother Joe said the 
poverty here was much worse than what 
he had seen in the Bronx. 

“‘Let’s go see Our Lady,’’ said Mother 
Teresa, 78, ushering the some 60 people 
gathered last Saturday night into the 
chapel. There she led the assembly in 
reciting Hail Marys and singing hymns 
honoring Mary before a portrait of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, patronness of the 
Americas. 

This portrait ‘‘has been waiting for us 
... for 12 years,’’ Father Langford told 
the gathering. He explained that the large 
portrait was left behind when the building 
was abandoned. 

Mary “‘is here to invite us good people 
to serve her son. ... She’s taking us by the 
hand in our weakness and nothingness. 
... She brought us here together as one 
family,’’ the superior said. 

““We’ve all paid a cost to be here,’’ 
some driving for many hours, including 
six seminarians who drove a van from 
New York to California, said Father 
Langford. 

He praised the efforts of the Knights of 
Columbus, the Co-Workers of Mother 
Teresa and his new neighbors in Colonia 
Murua. These groups had spent days 
helping ready the missionaries’ new 
home. Several co-workers had also met 16 
missionaries at the San Diego airport 
Saturday evening and drove them to 
Tijuana. 

“God loves you for the love you show 
to others,’’ Mother Teresa told those 
gathered. She invited them to come to the 
Colonia Murua chapel whenever they 
wanted to pray. 

The 4-foot-11 nun urged the assembly 
“‘to try to do something beautiful for our 
hungry brothers and sisters. ... Christ 
said, ‘Whatever you do to the least of my 
brothers, that you do unto me.’ ”’ 

Mother Teresa and three Missionary of 
Charity priests arrived in Tijuana last 
Saturday from Mexico City. She said she 
had been told that morning there was 
nothing at the Colonia Murua facility. 
““But I came here, and I was surprised 
that so much is here,”’ she said.
